Tribute To A Samaritan 
IT was just 62 years ago that the Salvation 


Army first shook a tambourine in Potts- 


town. 


Since then the works of the local corps 


has outgrown a budget of S7000 per year 
to one of over 830,000. And during that time 
the Salvation Army has earned by hard work, 
patience, courage and faith the enviable ad- 
miration which it holds in the community 
today. 


This is National Salvation Army week, and 


so it is particularly appropriate that the work 
of the local corps be reflected in full glory. 


Ever with a steady hand outstretched to 


aid the faltering, the hungry, the needy and 
the unclothed \\ith both spiritual and ma- 
terial succor, the Army rever has failed 
the people of Pottstown. 


Its greatest lift to humanity undoubt- 


edly lies with its ability to cope with 
suffering in 
fees 
of emergency. The 


Army has been known to rehabilitate en- 
tire families oa an hour's notice. 


This happened as late as last week 


when a Parkerford family was rendered 
destitute, cold, hungry and unclad by fire. 


The Army even has been known to 


provide whole rooms of furniture on sev- 
eral hours' notice so that a decent home 
for suffering souls and innocent children 
might be provided. 


The people well can be proud of the 


Pottstown corps of the Salvation Army. It 
has met its challenge squarely and defied it 
with overflowing and abundant hearts. 


Perhaps the greatest service of the Salva- 


tion Army is its program to put destitute men 
on their feet Its policy that every man who 
is able to live by the sweat of his brow should 
do so and not expect charity on a silver plat- 
ter. 


General William Booth, founder of The 


Salvation Army, wrote, "All must be willing 
to worfe to the extent of their ability . . . 
Those able but unwilling to work must be 
made willing to work. Those willing but un- 
able to work must be brought to a condition 
where they have the ability as well as the 
willingness." 


This may sound elementary today, 


* but in 1890, when it was written, it was 


earth-shaking. The source of this state- 
ment is "In Darkest England," probably 
the first book ever published in which, 
specific and practical rules were laid 
down for a systematic approach to social 
work problems. 
' 


Living proof of the soundness of General 


Booth's theories is in the fact that it is on the 
basis of "all must work" that The Salva- 
tion Army's Service-to-Man Program has 
grown to its present day proportions."" 


Each man who comes to the Center is 


given a job commensurate with his abil- 
ity, and as his ability and willingness 
improves, he is given a more important 
task, until he has reached the point where 
he can again resume a useful place in 
society.

JN this land of plenty where any person who 


does not have sufficient clothing to keep 


his body protected from the ravishing cold 
is a rare oddity, indeed it's just part of our 
natural assumption that everybody is amply 
clad. If he isn't, there are lots'of charity 
agencies where he can outfitted. 


Not so in Germany among refugees 


who ha%e fled from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. Their lot is a pathetic one. Starva- 
tion and the lack of adequate clothing 
were among the reasons that led these 
refugees to leave their homeland and seek 
asylum elsewhere. 


It is for these people the Pottstown Ro- 


tary club today is undertaking a "used cloth- 
ing" collection. In nearly e v e r y Pottstown 
closet there is at least one item of used cloth- 
ing no longer needed. Maybe it doesn't fit 
anymore: majbe it's in need of repair. Like 
as not the owner will never get around to 
fixing this garment

though ragged and framed, which you will 
never wear again will be more than -welcome 
by these innocent victims of a tyrant's whims.

KEPT SECRETARY BUSY: He made 


his first copy in pencilled longhand, 
which was then typewritten by a secre- 
tary on the Federal payroll. After he 
had edited this original draft, he fre- 
quently corrected it, or expanded it. It 
was then retyped. In addition, he was a 
prolific writer of books and magazine 
articles, and was never averse to making 
a withering speech. 


He poured out more than words, how- 


ever, which makes Ms achievement all 
the more bewildering. He exerted and 
exhausted himself physically and men- 
tally as he poured out his intense 
emotions of hate, envy, ambition, frus- 
tration and plain disgust with so many 
of his fellow officials, including Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 


This literary expansiveness ex- 


plains, belatedly, why the Interior 
department was conducted in such a 
slipshod, hit-or-miss and careless 
manner 
during his incumbency. 


Although he engaged in many extra- 
curricular activities, 
and always 


sought more power for himself, he 
neglected details. 


He left them to >oung and enthus- 


iastic subordinates drawn from the ex- 
treme left ranks of the New Dealers. 
But he was always happy to accept their 
ideas, if only because they enabled him 
to build his secret treasurer of written 
hate, corral headlines, create confusion 
and make enemies. 


His Ickesiana, both published and 


unpublished parts, will be one of the 
weirdest, wildest and strangest docu- 
ments ever to be filed with the Library 
of Congress.

"SILLIEST FANTASY": For those 


who lived through this period with or 
without Ickes, however, his literary 
legacy answers almost as many ques- 
tions as it raises 


It suggests that other factors than 


personal ambition alone led FDR to seek 
a third and fourth term. It provides 
other reasons than World War II for the 
Administration's conservative shift. 


As James A. Farley says, Ickes' 


belief that either Party would name 
him for President is the "silliest 
fantasy" in political history. 


But the writings show how 
r many 


men around Roosevelt were ready and 
willing to fight for the nomination in 
1940 and 1944, and possibly disrupt the 
hodgepodge Democratic organization, if 
FDR did not silence their clamor and 
rivalry by running again. 


On the other hand, the proprietor of 


the out-of-town paper stand in Times 
Square looks like a man on his way to 
becoming a millionaire fast. His "im- 
ports" from cities all over the Nation 
sold more rapidly than he could stack 
them, and every time a fresh batch of 
gazettes was unveiled, you would think 
he was given away fifty-dollar bills.

highways, not the kind that clinks in 
highball glass, might not be'amiss.

It's twice as difficult to stop your 
car on thawing ice as it is on frozen 
ice. When driving on doubtful roads* 
allow ten times as much space be- 
tween you and the vehicle ahead as 
you'd allow in dry _ weather. 
Ice 


melts faster on dark surfaces, so al- 
low for this on macadam roads. Ap- 
proach all bridges with 
caution. 


Pump your brakes gradually when 
stopping on ice. If you do go into a 
skid, always remember to turn your 
front wheels in the direction of the _ 
skid and slow the skid by gradually^) 
letting up on your accelerator.

The marked changes in barometric 


pressure along with the

variation in temperature and movement 
at high speed are factors that might pre- 
vent persons with certain illnesses from 
air travel. 


Most heart patients readily adjust to 


air travel. Unless their hearts are in 
severe failure, they aret able to take 
flights much more easily than 
other 


forms of travel, which might be more 
prolonged and strenuous for their heart 
and blood vessels. 


It has been recently shown that when 


an airplane ascends, the amount of gas 
in the stomach and intestines expands 
rapidly, 
' This expansion of gas-may actually 
cause rupture of an ulcer. Therefore, 
flight is discouraged for individuals wfio 
have ulcer troubles.

OBEDIENCE to law it surely a 
most timely topic in this day of 
disobedience, vandalism and every 
type of violence and cruelty. Even 
» mall children, and many adoles* 
cents are involved in these crimes, 
^•s well as adults. They are a sad 
commentary on our way of life. 
W h a t s h ou l d Christians do 
about the problem ? Parents are 
blamed for a g ood deal of the 
vicious acts of their children. In 
a home where obedience is taug ht 
from the very beg inning , and re­ 
aped and obedience to all law, 
even the very smallest, children 
are not likely to take part in dis­ 
g raceful conduct. 
King Solomon was warned by 
Cod Himself when Israel was at 
the peak of its prosperity. The 
temple and various other build­ 
ing s were finish J, and the Lord 
appeared to the king , telling him 
He had heard his prayers and had 
tiallowed the temple. 
If S ol om on and his people 
obeyed His laws and were faith­ 
ful to J ehovah, He would "estab­ 
lish the throne of thy king dom 
upon Israel forever." if the peo­ 
ple turned away from the Lord, 


however, and disobeyed His laws, 
*'I will cut off Israel out of the 
J and which I have g iven them; 
|in d this house which I have hal­ 
lowed for My name, will I cast 
out of My sig ht.*’ 
You may remember that toward 
the end of his life, this king , so 
famed for his wisdom and justice, 
did forg et his Lord and. throug h 
tiis heathen wives, turned to the 
worship of strang e g ods. 
Isaiah warns his people not to 
trust war and help from more 
powerful g overnments as a means 
of overcoming their troubles, in­ 
stead of turning to the Lord. 
After J esus had ascended into 
(heaven, the Apostles preached and 
,tiealed t i r e l e s s l y. Multitudes 
broug ht their sicJk and demon* 
tidden to them, “ and they were 
•healed every one.” 
The hig h priest and the Sad- 
ducee* wer* jealous and ang ry at 
Ihis, and they.seized the Apostles 
•nd put them in prison. However, 
an ang el of the Lord opened the 
prison doors, broug ht them out, 
and said, "Go, stand and speak m 
the temple to the people ail the 
words of this life.” 
They proceeded to do as they 
were told, but the hig n priest 
railed the council tog ether nex t 
morning and he sent to the prison 
for the Apostles. The hig h priest's 
officers went to the prison, found 
no prisoners, and returned, ssy

Writing to the Romans Paul 
states obedience to law in thea* 
words: 
•‘Let every soul be subject unto 
the hig her powers, for there ia no 
power but of God: the powers 
that be are ord&ined of God. 
Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance 
of God: and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 
For rulers are not a terror to 
g ood works, but to the evil. Wilt 
thou then not be afraid of the 
powers? do that which is g ood, 
and thou shslt have praise of the 
same; . . . . But if thou do that 
which is cvtl, be afraid; for he 
beareth not the sword in vain: 
for he is the minister of God, a 
reveng er to ex ecute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil. 
“ Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but 
also for conscience sake." 
Peter also writes: " S u b m it 
yourselves to every ordinance of

BY reason of the many distortions of the truth that have come to our attention, we believe it desirable to inform you of the 


facts relating to our difficulty in renewing our labor contract with the Upholsterers' International Union, Local 406. 
The Union has called a strike against the Company at both the Boyertown and East Greenville Plants in an endeavor to 


force the Company to accept the Upholsterers* International Union's pension program, together with a wage increase 


greater than that offered by the company. 


THE MAIN ISSUE IN DISAGREEMENT HAS BEEN THAT OF PENSIONS 


FOR about two years the Company has retained the services of Towers, Perrin, Forster & Crosby, Inc., independent pension 


consultants, who have developed for the Company the soundest pension program for our employees that is practical, 


This plan will become effective on January 1, 1954, for all eligible employees of the Company not represented by a 


— 
union~and wi1r~a!so become—effective for those union employees whose collective bargaining agent will accept ih 


IT provides, irrespective of earnings, an immediate monthly pension of $40 to all employees who retire ai the specified 


age and who have had 25 years of service. The cost of this portion of the plan will be paid entirely by the Company. 
The plan further provides that employees may yoluntarily participate by contributing 3 percent on earnings in excess of 
$3600 per year, which employees will receive additional pension benefits over and above the basic $40 per month. 


THE plan which the Upholsterers' International Union is sponsoring provides for benefits which will vary with the earnings 


of the individual worker. After this plan has been in effect for five years, the average Boyertown worker who retirei 
would receive benefits of approximately $25 per month. The Company is opposed to this Union sponsored plan because 


full benefits will not become payable at all during the next five years and because the monies paid into the Union pension 


fund would be forfeited in the event any or all of our employees at any time were represented by another union. 


INASMUCH as the Company has under the law no control whatsoever in determining which union shall represent its employees, 


it could very easily find itself in a position where it had paid for pensions but the funds paid in would not be avail- 
able for the benefit of its employees. This fund, costing us approximately $250,000 in the next ten years, would thus 


be intermingled with the funds deposited under the Upholsterers' International Union plan by other employers.

IN the matter of wage increases our last union contract contained an escalator whereby adjustments in wages were made in accord- 


ance with specified changes in the U. S. Co st-of -Living Index. Under this clause the most recent adjustment in wages was an in- 
crease of 2 cents per hour, effective November 2, 1953. No further increase in wages now is justified, and the increased costs 


resulting from any such increase would further enlarge the Company's competitive disadvantage.

The Company has offered to make the wage increases retroactive to October 26th, and has also 


offered to pay for^the Thanksgiving Day holiday which the employees forfeited by being out on strike. 


THE Company has been unable to reach a settlement with the International Representatives of the Union. It is regrettable that 


this dispute has resulted in our inability to provide income for our employees. We also regret our inability to serve our cus*

tomers with merchandise that is so necessary to public health. 


IT is to be hoped, however, that our difficulties will soon be resolved and that we may again be in a position to serve you.
